to remedy matters, One proposal 
made is that tho Traffie Depart- 
“ment might be responsible for the 
- {provision and maintenance of a 
enll box—say somewhere near 
\Bluke Pier—recouping itself. for 
‘the cost .by making an “extra 
charge ‘againsat’,all cpublic hire 
vehicles, “Of course, if the 
drivers of our public ears had pto- 
perly organised themselves they 
vould have made proviafon for 
clephonic orders long before now, 
ut they aré, as is well known, 
divided among themselves. We 
have heanl the fear expressed’ by 
those operating taxis and public 
ears that the provision of a telc- 
phone for call orders would on 
decasions be hhused by some per-

So long as ‘the wheel cylind 
and connecting tubes of a hydrau- 
ic brake system are freo from air, 
a uniform: Hquid pressure’ is 
applied to the pistons of all wheel:
